The proposed network of 
underground sewers would con- 
nect three areas of service: Lake 
Margrethe residential property;

The engineering study recom- 
mends seeking up to 80 per cent 
of the project's total cost 
through Federal and State aid 
programs, and financing the 
remaining 20 per cent under the 
County Public Works Act, which 
authorizes certain taxing and 
special assessment procedures.

Remember patriotism? It was 
that lump in the throat when the 
flag passed by in the 4th of duly 
parade.

In addition, the 107th conducted 
FTX and ATT exercises. 

The 207th Engineer Bn had a 
similar schedule which would 
make a construction foreman's 
head swim, including crushing 
rock at a quarry and hauling it to 
camp for use in construction 
Projects, continued improve- 
ment on the Sharon Truck Trail, 
improvement of hall diamonds 
by surfacing them with diamond 
ash, hauling clay to camp for 
toad construction, hauling pipe 
to camp for the chapel and 
construction projects, conduct- 
ing ATT and FTX exercises and 
during the early camp, training 
over 11 engineer companies 
{combat) from the Ohio Nation- 
at Guard in waterborne opera- 
tions. 

An important part of the camp 
conducted by the 207th Engin- 
eer Bn when training and 
utilizing their equipment for 
civilian projects including: com- 
pletion of a sanitary landfill 
trench for Crawford County and 
covering over of another.

Lawyers should advertise 


The U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
unanimously it is illegal for lawyers 
to fix their prices. That same week, 
most of the doctors in my favorite 
town, in concert, raised the price of 
office calls. 

How come Dr. Welby can do what 
Petrocelli can’t? 

No honest fawyer (that’s not re- 
dundant) will deny his profession has 
been violating the Sherman Anti- 
Trust Act. This act forbids frisbee 
manufacturers, for instance, from 
getting together at lunch and agree- 
ing nv frisbee shaii be whoiesaied for 
less than $2 each, even if it costs only 
25 cenis each to make them. Thus 
price competition is effectively re- 
moved from the marketplace and a !ot 
of kids are forced to smoke pot 
because they can't afford frisbees. 

Since before Perry Mason, bar 
associations have established “mini- 
mum fees” to be charged by area 
lawyers. So much per divorce, so 
much per tax return, so much per 
rape, etc. It was OK to charge more 
than the minimum, just so long as 
the total fee did not equal an amount 
twice the assessed valuation of the 

But if was another thing for a 
greedy young lawyer to charge less 
than the amount suggested by his 
peers. The penalty varied from state 
to state. In some areas the offending 
lawyer was merely ostracized by his 
local bar association, thus forcing 
him to play golf by himsa@lf and to 
show up for trial needlessly becausé 
no one would tell him his client died 2 
years earlier. 

The severest penalty on record was 
slapped on a lawyer who discounted 
a divorce fee simply because his 
client became 2 widow 10 minutes 
after she hired him. The poor guy's 
fellow tawyers ganged up and elected 
him district judge, thus cuiting his 
income by 96%. 

It is lovely that the Supreme Court 


has ruled this price fixing is illegal. 
But if the idea is to save the 
consumer money, the court must go 
further. Lawyers musi be allowed to 
advertise. What’s the sense in having 
a sale on zoning appeals if no one 
knows about it? Lawyers should push 
their services the same way McDon- 
ald sells hamburgers. There is more 
than one way to give yourself a break 
today. Find yourself a drive-in lawyer 
who knows how to prepare wills 
ahead of time and keep them warm. 
All you need do is fill in the blanks, 
as easy as adding ketchup. 

Bar associations object to adver- 
tising because, they say, it is de- 
grading to professional people. It is 
to laugh. Almost everyone convicted 
in the Watergate mess was a lawyer. 
Nixon and Agnew are lawyers. In my 
hometown, a lawyer admitted he 
hadn't filed his income tax return for 
10 years. A Mich. Supreme Court 
justice has stepped down whiie deing 
investigated on bribery charges. 

The members of the legal pro- 
fession could hardly be further 
degraded if they advertised by sky 
writing over drive-ins showing porno 
movies. Lawyers would probably gain 
dignity through a series of TV com- 
mercials starring that same guy who 
wants to say a few words about 
diarrhea, 

When the Supreme Court is done 
with the lawyers, the justices should 
turn their attention to the doctors. | 
wouldn't accuse any medical society 
of fixing prices. Even if the doctors 
do share the printing costs for 2 


million office signs announcing price 
hikes caused by “The Aising Cost of 
Malpractice Insurance” tra la la. 


Surely there are some cut-rate 


tonsillectomies out there. But where? 
The doctors should also be allowed 
to advertise. This shouldn't be too

A tornado slashed through Frederic early last 
Saturday morning. April 19th causing an estimated 
$500,000 in damages, and injuring over 3 dozen 
residents, none seriously. 

The twister touched downat 1:55 a.m. just outside the 
southwestern edge of the village and left a path of 
destruction abou! 100 teet wide and a half-mile long. 
First to report any damage was Mrs. Joe Murphy who 
has a home on Batterson Road. and was followed by the 
Pri! Dunkleys where extensive damage was reported 
of their home and cance livery. according to sheriff's 
officers. 

The twister them hit in tne village where the fop 
portion of Lowell Bindschatel’s carpenter shop was 
taken off, then crossed the railroad tracks and US-27, 
where it prcked up an unoccupied mobile home on the 
corner of US.27 and County Road 617 owned by H. M. 
Guedry, and dropped in on the Davis Grocery byilding 
demolishing the structure. The mobile home was to be 


used asa real estale office by Mr. Guedry. 


The roof and two sides of the Al Leng Garage were 
ripped off. and § mobile homes and numerous garages 
were destroyed in its path. 

Several other homes received broken windows and 
other damage due to flying debris and fallen trees. 

Telephone service and power lines were knocked ou! 
and ges lines were broken as homes were dislodged by 
the storm, It wasn't until late Saturday afternoon that 
services were restored as personnel from the three 
service companies worked through the early morning 
hours and ali day Saturday. 

Howard Taylor, Director of Emergency Service for 
Crawtord County, aiong with Shecilf Herold Kailieid, 
and several deputies assisted the Frederic Volunteer 
Fire Department In aiding the victims following the 
disaster.

WHEREAS, it Is in the interest of the public safety and the 
orderty conduct of the affairs ot the Gounty that the parking of 
Motor vehicles be regulated at the Crawford County Building 
narkine Ist or ists, and 

WHEREAS, the enforcement of parking regulations at the 
Grawtord County Court Building parking fot or lots necessitate the 
establishment of penalties and fines for violation thereaf, and 

WHEREAS, it is necessary that a law enforcement agency be 
empowered to enforce parking regulations at the Crawford County 
Court Building parking fot or lots: 

NOW, THEREFORE, AND IN PURSUANCE THEREOF, the 
County of Crawford, by and through the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, ordains as follows: 

1. It Shall be the duty of the Sheriff of the Gounty of Crawford 
to provide for and supervise the designation of parking spaces 
within the parking lot or lots of the Crawford County Court 
Building.
